“AN ANXIOUS INQUIRER’ WANTS TO KNOW IF 
AE WOULD VETO SOUTHERN-CLAIM BILLS 

To the Editor af The Tribune. 

I have been reading with much interest the 
editorials of your able paper on the political 
necessities of the hour, and am prepared to 
agree with youthat the Republican party can 
only win in the approaching Presidential con- 
test by placing before the country as its candi- 
date a man whose record and character consti- 
tute a guarantee of reform. This expresses 
also the opinion of nearly all of my neighbors 
who are interested in politics,—and there are 
scarcely any who are not. We agrce further- 
more with you that Mr. Bristow, having shown 
courage in the discharge of his duties as Secre- 
tary, possesses the confidence of the people in a 
large degree, and, if nominated, would be 
elected.

Indiana gives 30 to 
Morton, Michigan gives 15 to Blaine and 7 to Bris- 
tow. Wisconsin elected an unpledged delegation, 
and at least 6 of ita delegates are thought to be for 
Bristow; the rest, if correctly reported, are for 
Blaine.

These 
States, by their action next week, will insure the 
victory or defeat of the Republican party.

ENGLISH NAVAL ITEMS. 

Lonpow. May 23—5 a. m.—The Standard this 
morningsays: We understand that the Admiral 
commanding the Channel gquadron has received 
telegraphic instructions countermanding previous 
orders for the squadron to proceed 
to Madeira, it being considered desira- 
ble to keep the vessels in readiness 
to join the Mediterranean fleet should emergency 
require. The iron-clad turret ship Monarch has 


already been detached from the Channel squad- 
ron to proceed immediately to Malta. The 
Admiral Superintendent of the Malta dock-yard 
who, except under extraordinary circumstances 
remains at Malta, will join the Mediterranean 
fleet on board the Monarch. The iron steam- 
frigate Raleigh, 22 guns, now lying at Plymouth, 
has received orders to prepare for sea with all pos- 
sible dispatch, and proceed to the Mediterranean, 
The iron-clad steamer Hector, 18 guns, and the ar- 
mor-plated steamer Iron Duke, 14 guns, both of 
the coast - guard service, have been ordered to join 
the Channel squadron. 
ENGLAND'S POSITION. 

Lonpon, May 23—5 a. m. —The Paris correspond- 
ent of the Tunes says England has communicated 
to foreign re ntatives at London the text of 
her reply declining to agree tothe conclusions of 
the Berlin conference. The point to which En- 
gland principally objects is the decision of the 
Powers that in case their friendly intervention 
should not prove pacific the six Power 
unitedly would have to consider other and more ef- 
fective measures. England thinks this contains 
the principle of armed intervention, and is a men- 
ace to the liberty and independence of Turkey. It 
is said that negotiations ve commenced for a 
modification of this declaration, so as to have En- 
gland sign the proposals of the conference. 

THE SULTAN’S ABDICATION HINTED AT. 

— The Daily Telegraph's 
special from Berlin says news has been received at 
official quarters from Constantinople which shows 
that the Sultan will probably be compelled to abdi- 
cate the throne shortly. 

THE PORTE’S STATEMENT OF THE SOLONICA 
AFFAIR. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 7 (Official).—The Porte 
has telegraphed the following account of the dis- 
turbances at Salonica to Musurus Pasha, the Turk- 
ish Ambaseador in London: 

The Sublime Porte received the sybjoined tele- 
gram yesterday evening from the Governor-General 
of Salonica: 

„A young Christian village girl who had em- 
braced Islamism, having arrived by railway at Sa- 
lonica, some parties who awaited her arrival at the 
station proceeded to conduct her, according to 
custom, to the residence of the Governor- 
General, when about 150 persons whom the 
United States Consul had assembled madea rush 
at the girl, tore off her veil and mantle, and, carry- 
ing her away by force, took her to the house of a 
Christian, thereby exasperating the Mussalmans 
who witnessed this scene of violence. Shortly 
afterwards the excited crowd marched en masse to 
the residence of the Governor to insist upon the 
young Musenlman being brought thither, and 
the people collected in a mosque awaiting her 
arrival. All the efforts both of the authorities and 
the leading inhabitants were powerless to 
control the crowd, which only the presence of the 
girl or the arrival of troops could succeed in dis- 

reing. At this moment the Governor, maving 
— informed that the Consuls of Germany an 
France had entered the mosque, which had been 
invaded by the crowd, immediately proceeded 
thither in person to induce the Consuls to leave and 
to calm the people; but all his efforts 
were useless. s the young rl did not 
arrive, the populace wrench the bars 
from tie grating, and, thus provided with weap- 
ons, fell upon the Consuls. Though the Governor 
attempted by desperate efforts to shield them with 
his own person, he was unable to afford them pro- 
tection, and 7 fell under the blows of their as- 
sailants, Shortly afterwards the troops which had 
arrived from the Ottoman stations and the barracks 
succeeded in d rsing the rioters.” 

In a second telegram, which arrived last night, 
the Governor-General confirms the suppression 
of the riotin and announces that, as 
& measure o precaution, sentinels and 
gendarmes have been placed in front of the Consul - 
ates and some other dwellings; that, in fine, order 
is restored, and proceedings have commenced by 
the arrest of the guilty parties. 

This painful event haa deeply afflicted the Sub- 
lime Porte, which has resolved to chastise the aa- 
thors of the crime promptly and with the greatest 
rigor. For this purpose, two Imperial Commis- 
siouers. armed with full powers, leave for Saloni- 
ca. Theyare accompanied by delegates from 
Embassies of Germany and France.

present Superintendent reorganize the police 
force. In the cases of the Board of Health 
and the City Comptroller the action of the 
Mayor was ¢oncurred in by the Common Coun- 
cil last evening, while the removals of the 
Building Inspectors and City Marshal were 
referred to appropriate committees. 


Among the Cabinet changes effected yes- 
terday none has set the Presidential appa 
ratus awry so much as the appointment of 
Dow Cameron as Secretary of War. There is 
an excited state of uncertainty as to the 
actual significance of the appointment— 
whether it is merely for the purpose of giv- 
ing Pennsylvania the Cabinet position which 
the President has long had in view for her, 
or whether it is a move in the interest of 
Comm, whose pronounced supporters 
the Camenons are known to be. The 
Bram men are displeased, for the new 
War Secretary is said to be committed to the 
task of engineering the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion against BLA at Cincinnati; the Mon- 
TON men are nonplussed, because of the 
President’s recent pledge that he would do 
nothing that should even have the appear- 
ance of a preference in the successorship, 
and the appointment of Dow Cameron is 
difficult to reconcile with this pledge. About 
the only people who keep cool and don't dis- 
tress themselves about the matter are the 
Bristow men, who have nothing to expect 
from the machine in any event, and who are 
firm in the faith that this year Washington 
manipulations will not govern the result at 
Cincinnati. 


THE STATE CONVENTION. 

The Ilinois Republican State Convention 
will meet at Springfield on Wednesday—to- 
morrow—to nominate a ticket for State offi- 
cers, and to appoint delegates to the Cincin- 
nati National Convention. That the Conven- 
tion will be large, enthusiastic, and eventually 
harmonious, there can be no doubt. 

There are two points, however, on which 
meditative and thoughtful action should 
prevail. These are in the matter of instruct- 
ing the delegates as to their votes for a Pres- 
idential candidate, and with respect to the 
platform or declaration of principles. 

The National Convention will, within 
twenty days, adopt a national platform upon 
which the whole Republican party of the 
United States will enter the campaign. The 
Republicans of the several States may 
therefore properly forego any formal plat- 
form, and leave that business to the National 
Convention. To nominate a State ticket and 
Presidential electors on one platform, and 
have the Presidential candidates nominated 
on a different, and, as in some cases, neces- 
sarily a conflicting one, is one of the em- 
barrassing accidents liable to follow any at- 
tempt to forestall the opinion of the National 
Convention. The Convention will do well, 
therefore, to omit any formal declaration of 
platform, especially upon all points on 
which there is a difference of opinion in the 
country. 

The State will be represented at Cincin- 
nati by forty-two citizens, chosen, presum- 
ably, for their patriotism, intelligence, and 
sound judgment. These delegates are to go 
to Cincinnati to meet with the delegates of 
he thirty-seven other States, and with them 
to act for the best interests of the whole Re 
publican party, which are of greater impor- 
tance than the interests of any individual, and 
we take it that delegates are to be chosen 
who will vote and act as they may think will 
best promote party success and the national 
welfare. Delegates from [linois will meet 
at Cincinnati other delegates from other parts 
of the country, and the eventual choice of 
the whole Convention is to be determined by 
such considerations as upon full deliberation 
and careful comparison of circumstances 
shall indicate the man who ought to be nom- 
inated. These delegates are to be common 
arbitrators for the whole party. To 
instruct an arbitrator as to the de- 
cision he shall make upon hearing the 
whole case is an injustice. It ties the 
hands, controls the will, destroys the influ- 
ence, and ignores the judgment of the dele- 
gates ; it leaves them helpless, except to re- 
peat, parrot-like, the instructions received, 
and prevents their defeating a bad choice, 
when if uninstructed they might do so. No 
candidate ought to be nominated who can- 
not obtain the votes of a majority of unin- 
structed delegates, who, looking at the whole 
case in the full light of all the information 
and experience of six hundred representa- 
tives of all parts of the country, shall reach 
an impartial decision. That theConvention, 
if left free, will reach a wise conclusion we 
have no doubt, and we think that Illinois, 
who has no favorite son,” but who wants 
the best man, should leave her delegates free 
to act for the best interests of the party as 
the circumstances at Cincinnati may deter- 
mine. 


It appears that certain Congressmen from 
this State have concluded that the Republic- 
ans of Illinois are not able to get through a 
State Convention without somebody coming 
from Washington to steer them. They have 
accordingly sent one of their number to 
accomplish the job of instructing the dele- 
gates to Cincinnati to vote as a unit for a par- 
ticular candidate. The impolicy of such 
action is obvious, for the reason that events 
may happen between now and the 14th of 
June which will render the instructions a 
source of extreme embarrassment. The 
other Western States which have no candi- 
date of their own to present have wisely 
left their delegates free to do the best 
for their party, and Illinois should do the 
same, more especially since Ilinois has had 
the Presidency four terms in succession. 
Moreover, the attempt of Congressmen to 


dictate to a State Convention has always been 
a signal failure in the past, and ought to be. 


BRISTOW 28 


A well and forcibly written letter, in which 
the probable course of Mr. Bristow, in case 
he be elected President, upon certain points 
is discussed, appears in Tue Trisune this 
morning. Conceding everything that has been 
claimed for Mr. Barstow, the writer, for him- 
self and others, presents certain radical ob- 
jections which he considers must be satis- 
factorily removed. These objections, briefly 
stated, are as follows: 

1. Will Mr. Bristow, as President of the 
United States, with a Confederate Congress 
to deal with, in case of a conflict of interests 
between the Union and the Confederate sec- 
tions, have the courage and patriotism to 
protect the former ? 

2. That the Confederates have a majority 
in one House and are strong in the other; 
that the South demands in the way of claims 
by her citizens compensation for all the dam- 
ages and losses sustained by the War; that it 
is within the discretion of Congress to pay 
these claims or not; thatin the demand the 
South will be a unit; would Bristow, if 
President, approve or veto the bills passed 
allowing these claims ? 

3. Is the Republican party so poor in hon- 
est and able men that it must go to Ken- 
tucky—a State which will not give it an 
electoral vote—for u candidate? 

There seems to be an assumption that 
the next President must have a Confed- 
erate Congress to deal with. If there be a 
Republican President elected in November, 
there will almost certainly be a Republican 
majority in the next House of Kepresenta- 
tives. A Republican President, therefore, 
whether it be Bristow or any other, will 
have a party majority in both branches of 
Congress at least during the first two years 
of his term. 

The question of Southern claims is, we 
confess, one of the many serious subjects 
which threaten the integrity of the Union. 
Though measurably unseen, it is the bed- 
rock on which rests the Southern advocacy 
of an unlimited issue of paper money. When 
the money gets cheap, a system of magnifi- 
cent expenditure is tofollow. Every scheme 
of subsidy is to be voted, a liberal policy is 
to be extended to claimants, the inexorable 
law which stands between the bankruptcy of 
the Union and the confiscation of the War 
losses of the Southern people is to be swept 
away, and upon the nation at large is to be 
entailed the burden of paying the actual 
losses of all the people. 

We regret to say that on this question 
there has been much lamentable weakness 
on the part of Northern Republicans in Con- 
gress. By legislation the doors of the Court 
of Claims have been gradually widened, and 
many Southern claims, once excluded, have 
found their way there to judgment and pay- 
ment. Nothing has been easier. A number 
of claimants barred by law from a hearing in 
that Court club together, employ ex-Cabinet 
officers, ex-Senators, and others, and in time 
the gates of the Court are opened and fresh 
classes of claims are admitted. It would 
possibly be a national blessing if the Court of 
Claims were abolished. 

The great law governing all the claims 
made by people in the Southern or Rebel 
States is the universal one that ad persons 
residing in time of war in an enemy’s coun- 
try are to be held as enemies, and they have 
no claim for any damages resulting from the 
prosecution of the war to their persons or 
property in the enemy’s country. That is 
the universal law, which, once thrown down, 
places the people of Texas and Alabama, so 
far as war losses, on the same footing with 
the people of Ohio and Pennsylvania. Yet 
eminent Republican Senators, like Howse of 
Wisconsin, have advocated the making of 
exceptions to this rule of war, and to what 
extent claims have been allowed and passed 
by Republican Congresses we cannot now 
say. 

Each of the Departments have committed 
to them by Congress several classes of 
claims, with authority and direction to settle. 
Many and conspicuous have been the mis- 
takes, blunders, and gross outrages commit- 
ted by Secretaries in the payment of these 
Southern claims, many of them largely 
fraudulent. The Be.anar-PENDLETON case 
was one of this class. Since Mr. Barstow 
has been Secretary of the Treasury he has 
signalized his administration by the rejection 
of every one of these claims over which the 
law gave him the least discretion. Though 
a Kentuckian, and all parties supposed to be 
concerned were Kentuchians, no man will 
pretend that Barstow would have reopened 
that Kentucky railroad case for Mr. Penpiz- 
ton; that was a favor he got from Mr. Bx 
xnap, of Iowa. 

What guarantee is there that a Republican 
Congress elected with the Republican Presi- 
dent in 1876 will not break down more of this 
law which excludes those Southern claims ? 
Should that Congress do this, what guarantee 
is there that the President elected with that 
Congress will not approve the action of his 
party? The only guarantee for the future is 
the record of the past, and there can be no 
more certain one. Why is Mr. Brisrow 
alone to be considered unsafe? Has he ever 
violated the law, or strained the law, or 
evaded the law, for any section of country, 
or family, or person? Are his personal ante- 
cedents less trustworthy than those of Mr. 
BLanm, or Mr. Comma, or Mr. Morton? 
Is he not as a lawyer head and shoulders 
above either of them, not only so far as a 
knowledge of the law, but in the habit of 
rigidly executing it? He has doubtless long 
considered the law ef this question of South- 
ern claims; is fully aware that to admit 
them is to double the national debt; and is 
it likely that Mr. Bristow or any other Re- 
publican elected to the Presidency, in the 
absence of personal corruption, would break 
down his own Administration by sanctioning 
or approving any such policy as admitting as 
lawful a demand for several thousands of 
millions of dollars to pay for the Southern 
losses in the War? 

But, it is said, Mr. Barstow is a Kentuck- 
ian, and, while any man at the North may be 
trusted, the place of his nativity must be ac- 
eepted as fatal. This objection ig one that 
does not admit of argument. Personal hon- 
esty, intellectual ability, and indomitable 
courage have no State limits within which to 
exist. Wherever they are found they are the 
same, in the black race or the white race. 
They are nowhere indigenous. To assert 
that no man can be honest or trusted whe 
was born in any of the old slaveholding 
States is to rewrite the history of the Ameri- 
can Union. Some of our ablest and purest 
statesmen have been of foreign birth. 
ALEXANDER Haumrox compares favorably 
with Aaron Burn. Hewey Cray and AnnA- 
nau Lincoty suffer nothing in history be- 
cause born in Kentucky. In the great Amer- 
ican family, States are but local precincts 
into which the national heritage is divided ; 
the same flag, the same name, the same na- 
tionality, cover all. To attempt to fix limits 


beyond which there is to be no virtue, hon- 
esty, ability, or statesmanship is to attempt 
to amend the providence of the Almighty. 

It is pertinent that we should add that the 
want of substance in this last objection is 
shown by the avowed preference for Judge 
Davis,—a gentleman born and raised to man- 
hood among the slaveholders of Maryland. 
In a nation like this, with the free intercourse 
and inter-State migration of the American 
people, to argue that confidence is to be 
given or withheld because of the State in 
which a man may have been born, would be 
to array society in every locality in domestic 
strife. 

Confidence and trust, if given at all, must 
be reposed in the man; and among the states- 
men of the present day that man who, with 
pure hands, intellectual ability, unblemished 
official and personal record, knows his 
duty and is not afraid to perform it, be he 
opposed by whomsoever dare do so, can be 
most safely trusted, even if he were not born 
in New England and was born in Kentucky. 


REGULATING JUNK-SHOPS. 

The Grand Jury, in its report to the Com- 
mon Council with reference to the regula- 
tion of the traffic of junk-shops, has struck 
at one of the most fruitful sources of crime 
in this city. Its report is all the more valua- 
ble because the jury is not satisfied with 
merely calling attention to the evil and sug- 
gesting the necessity of reform, but it pro- 
poses two practical methods of dealing with 
it, which deserve the immediate attention of 
the Council. The junk-shops, as well as the 
pawnbrokers’ shops, which are also included 
in the report of the jury, are nurseries of 
crime. There may be honest junk-dealers, 
and there may be now and then such a rara 
ar as an honest pawnbroker, but the ma- 
jority of them are not, and, as they pay but a 
mere pittance for second-hand articles, they 
can afford to run any risk of reclamation. It 
adds to the security of their business that 
much of the second-hand property disposed 
of at their places, especially at the junk-shops, 
cannot be identified except with considerable 
difficulty. The fact, therefore, that there are 
hundreds, if not thousands, of places open in 
this city where goods can be disposed of 
without question and with perfect security, 
is an immense temptation to the idle and 
dissolute of all classes. There is in this city, 
as in all larger cities, a class of young vaga- 
bonds who are never under restraint, and 
who spend their time wandering about in 
search of plunder, prowling about citizens’ 
yards during the daytime, entering vacant 
houses and carrying off faucets and plumbing 
materials. This latter kind of larceny has 
grown to be such a serious evil that no va- 
cant house in the city, unless it is constantly 
watched, is secure from the depredations of 
these young thieves, who know that they can 
steal with impunity, and dispose of their 
plunder without à question being asked of 
them. These shops are therefore the direct 
nurseries of crime, not only affording a shel- 
ter for the idle, shiftless, dissolute, but 
also tempting otherwise well-disposed 
children to steal, because they can 
do so with safety. They are filling 
the city with youthful criminals, They are 
educating children for the Penitentiary. 
They are inimical to the interests of proper- 
ty-holders, and, as at present operated, defy 
the property-holder to recover his goods or 
get any satisfaction from the man who has 
purchased them, knowing them to be stolen. 
Householders, retail dealers, railroad corpo- 
rations, in fact almost every person owning 
property which is movable, are suffering 
continual losses, owing to the swarms of 
youthful thieves who can steal with impunity 
and dispose of their plunder at these reposi- 
tories for stolen goods. 

To correct this evil, the Grand Jury sug- 
gest some very practical remedies. First, 
that all second-hand dealers, pawnbrokers, 
junk-dealers, or what-not, shall file every 
morning at the Central Police Station a 
complete inventory of the articles pur- 
chased by them the day before, and 
that they shall keep these articles five 
days before selling them, so that people 
may have an opportunity of reclaiming 
their property. Second, that the rates of 
license shall be greatly increased, that none 
but persons of honest reputation shall be 
licensed, and that they shall be required to 
give bonds that they will obey the law. As 
the law now stands, any dishonest man in the 
community can go into the business by 
simply paying the license-rate, which is ri- 
diculously small, considering the large 
profits of the business. The third sugges- 
tion, which is a very important one, reads as 
follows: 

Buying such articles from minors should be pro- 
hibited, unless accompanied by the written consent 
of parents or guardians; and in the case of second- 
hand lead pipe, or lead in any shape, melted from 
such pipe, sinks, faucets, and all kinds of second- 
hand plumbing materials, the purchase of all sach 
minors should be absolutely prohibited; and, fur- 
ther, should not be allowed to be sold or purchased 
by persons of lawful age, except the certificate and 
consent of the owner or agent of the building from 
which it was taken (giving the exact number and 
locality of said building) shall in every case accom- 
pany the material sold. 

With rigid penalties for the violation of 
these ordinances there is no doubt they 
would tend to suppress a large share of the 
petty larcenies by young boys and half. 
grown vagabonds which have become such a 
nuisance in this city. It may not be possi- 
ble to check them altogether, but it is cer- 
tainly a safeguard which honest people have 
the right to claim that some measure shall be 
devised by the Common Council to protect 
them from the depredations of these youth- 
ful scoundrels and the receivers of stolen 
property. It may be that the Council can 
devise still more radical and satisfactory pro- 
tective laws. Be this as it may, the honest 
people of the city will look to the new Coun- 
cil to do something in their interesta, 


THE CABINET CHANGES. 

The Cabinet changes announced this morn- 
ing are the most sensational news from Wash- 
ington. They have grown out of the neces- 
sity for filling the vacant mission to England. 
Mr. Epwarps Pierrepont having been ap- 
pointed to this post, the office of Attorney- 
General was vacated. Mr. Atonzo W. Tart, 
who succeeded BELXXA as Secretary of War, 
was selected as Attorney-General, which left 
the Secretaryship of War open, and to this 
Dow Cannon has been nominated. Two of 
the appointments are good. Mr. Pregrepont 
is probably as fit a man as could have been 
induced to accept the English mission at the 
present time, when but a few months remain 
before the expiration of Gen. Grant's term, 
and Mr. Tarr is even better adapted for the 


office of Attorney-General than he was for the | 


War Department; and, in his new position, he 
will bring intelligent and efficient support to 
the prosecution of the revenue thieves which 
has been so successfully inaugurated by the 
Secretary of the Treasuny. But it would al- 
most seem that these changes were all made 
to put Mr. Dow Cannon in the position 
formerly held by his father. Mr. Dow Caw- 
nom is an able man, and a “chip of the old 
block,” and a perfect ring politician. He has 
been a successful railroad manager and has 


abundant ability; but he is not the kind of 
man to commend h‘mself to the present tone 
of public sentiment, which is opposed to 
that sort of politics with which the CamzRon 
family have generally been associated. We 
very much fear that the new Secretary would 
not make the saving of $6,000,000 for the next 
fiscal year which Mr. Tarr discovered was 
possible. It is also hinted that Mr. Cam- 
noms appointment is a concession to the 
Pennsylvania machine men in the interests 
of Mr. Cowxiro’s nomination at Cincinnati. 
If there is any truth in this rumor, it 1s forc- 
ing the people to pay somewhat dearly for 
something they do not want at any price. 

Of course the changes that have been made 
have provoked rumors of other changes yet 
to come, and among these is predicted the 
retirement of Secretary Bristow. Some con- 
firmation of this is cited in the passage by 
the Senate of a relief bill over the veto of 
the President, said veto having been suggest- 
ed, as is alleged, by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. We do not take much stock in 
this rumor. The bill in question was com- 
paratively unimportant... It involved a claim 
of $164, which is said to have been wrong- 
fully collected from a couple of men named 
Trin and Locxrrr, as keepers of 
a bonded warehouse in Kentucky. Now, 
even if the Secretary of the Treasury 
be mistaken in his judgment in this matter, — 
though the sentiment of the Senate is by no 
means conclusive as to this,—we cannot see 
in what sense a couple of men who were 
never heard of before, or an error of judg- 
ment in the right direction to collect a tax of 
$164, can be permitted to lead to the retire- 
ment from the Cabinet of the most efficient 
and valuable officer of the Government. 
The whole story sounds too much like a 
tempest in a teapot, and Gen. Grant can 
hardly afford to permit Mr. Bristow to retire 
from the Treasury Department just after he 
has appointed Don Cameron to the War De- 
partment. 


VON HOLLEN’S CORRUPTION. 

Cartes Hepper, brother-in-law of Von 
Houuen, the defaulting and fugitive City 
Collector, has explained (perhaps unwitting- 
ly) the real secret of the latter’s corruption. 
Von Houuen’s downfall is attributable, from 
the evidence of those most intimate with his 
career, to his connection with the so-called 
People's Party,” which was organized two 
and a half years ago ostensibly to ‘“ liberal- 
120 the liquor and Sunday ordinances, but 
really for public plunder. Vox Holl was 
a tolerably decent fellow when first elected 
to office. His habits were good, and his in- 
clinations seemed to be honest. During the 
first two years of his service there was prob- 
ably no time when he could not have made 
good his accounts. The testimony of Bren- 
NAN, his first cashier, is to this effect, and it 
is worthy of credence. But when he iden- 
tified himself with the bummer element and 
became their candidate for re-election, he 
gave himself up freely to the new associa- 
tions he was forced to cultivate. From that 
time he began to stay out late at night and 
neglect his home and family. He had 
almost constant business with Mr. Mo- 
Garry” or Mr. Forzr.“ He became an 
habitue of the saloons. He took to drinking 
more or less. He joined the Bean Club and 
the Cesmops. He was contaminated by the 
crowd he was training with, and when he 
got to gambling there was soon an end of 
him. His habits and the condition of his 
accounts would have attracted attention 
long before if the City Government and 
Council had been in the hands of a different 
class of men, and a large part of his defal- 
cation might have been saved by a prompt 
exposure of his real condition. But the 
class in control were accustomed to drink- 
ing, spreeing, and gambling, and a part of 
them were deriving too much personal profit 
from plucking him to assist in stopping his 
system of plunder. So he was permitted to 
run the length of his rope, and it was not 
till he became satisfied that the late city ad- 
ministration could hold on no longer that he 
confessed his crime by flight toa Yoreign 
country. 

However sorrowful the personal aspects of 
such a career are, a much more important 
consideration is the public interest, and Von 
Hou.en’s corruption should bring forcibly to 
mind that public trusts cannot be confided to 
the class that has been running this city for 
two years and a half without serious conse- 
quences, of which Von Houuzn’s defalcation 


is a specimen. Whether or not his plunder- | 


ing is the onty case that will be exposed, time 
alone can establish. But the people of Chi- 
cago have had a narrow escape. They per- 
mitted the control of municipal affairs to 
pass into the hands of loafers, gamblers, and 
saloon-keepers of the bummer class. Some of 
these fellows are now before the community 
as confessed thieves and blackmailers. The re- 
action last fall did not come one moment too 
soon, and it is fortunate that thé defeat of 
Hsm was followed up this spring by the 
election of a Reform Council and the over- 
throw of the usurping Mayor whom Hesine 
and Renm set up. But the people must be 
vigilant in their own behalf. There is 
reason to apprehend that the bummer lead- 
ems are so confident in the demoralization of 
this community, brought about by contam- 
ination such as Von Horw suffered, that 
they believe they will be permitted to re- 
sume their former influence. There is no 
doubt that they will be make a desperkte 
fight to that end. The people must not 
weary in the new political interest they have 
developed, and the next point of attack 
should be the County Board. 


THE NAVAL INVESTIGATION. 

The investigation into the conduct of the 
Naval Department has not resulted in mak- 
ing out an actual case of Belknapery against 
Secretary Roszson. He is not proved to 
have been a bribe-taker himself, but he has 
kept near him as his next friends the Car- 
LLS, who have made use of their close re- 
lations with him to blackmail contractors, 
which they confess to have done to the 
amount of upwards of three hundred thou. 
sand dollars. They in fact stood so close to 
the Secretary that contractors could only get 
at the Department through them and upon 
payment of their blackmail commissions. 
Thus a single firm was forced to pay the Car- 
TELLS $140,000 to obtain one contract, and 
the like levies have been made upon other 
contractors running through the whole of 
Rosrson’s administration. The corrupt 
funds have not been traced to his possession, 
but the affair has an ugly look ; and the best 
possible that can be said of him is that in the 
most eulpable manner he utterly neglected 
the duties of his office, and kept so near him 
these CarrxIIX, who were old Jersey friends 
of his, that if he had paid the slightest re- 
gard to what was going on he must have 
known they were stealing. 

The investigation discloses the most 
shameful state of corruption in the navy- 
yards. Rotten ships were repaired and sev- 
eral vessels taken to pieces for no other pur- 
pose than to necessitate the purchase of 
more material, and the making consequent- 


ly of more contracts, with C arri com- 
missions to come in. Vessels were built that 
rotted on the stocks, and rotten hulks kept 
afloat at great expense, simply that they 
might be the subjects of never-ending ex- 
pensive repairs, all which could not make them 
seaworthy. No contracts wer@allowed to be 
let outside the Ring built up by the Car- 
TELLS, and when bids were invited they were 
for what articles were wanted, together with 
many others that were not wanted, the 
whole being included in one bid. The Ring 
made the lowest bid en the whole, and was 
systematically relieved from furnishing the 
articles not required, while as systematically 
the Ring’s bids for the articles required and 
accepted were at the highest figures. The 
like wastefulness, extravagance, and corrup- 
tion are disclosed in every branch of the De- 
partment, and, while it is gratifying to nd 
that Roprson is not implicated in the latter, 
it is very clear that, in view of all these 
things, it would have been far better for the 
Administration and for the country if he had 
been removed long ago. He has, since his 
entranceinto the Cabinet, been recklessly ex- 
travagant in the conduct qf his Department, 
and has opposed all propositions for retrench- 
ment. The feeling has long pervaded the 
Republican party that because of this he was 
not the right man in the right place, and, in 
view of the recent disclosures, there will be 
an imperative demand that his portfolio be 
transferred to some man of the Bristow 
type, who has the administrative ability to 
check stealing in his Department, and the 
courage to do it. 


THE CITY CERTIFICATES. 

Mr. Comptroller Havers is excessively tena- 
cious of his own opinions, and weakens him- 
self in the estimation of the public by the 
earnestness with which he insists that all 
other persons shall agree with him. We 
take occasion, however, to repeat that the 
system of issuing certificates and borrowing 
money thereon is capable of being abused by 
a dishonest officer. It is, moreover, as ac- 
tually practiced for a year past, illegal. In the 
suit instituted by Mr. Hayes, the unarinaous 
opinlon of the Circuit Judges of this county, 
with an ex-Supreme Judge at their head, was 
to the effect that the power of the city to 
borrow money is limited to the issue of cer- 
tificates in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes already levied and specially appropri- 
ated for the current year. There the power 
of the city to borrow money begins and ends, 
and consequently : 

1. The city has no authority to issue cer- 
tificates in anticipation of the taxes of 1876, 
and use the money to take up certificates is- 
sued before April 1, 1876. 

2. The city has no legal authority to use 
the taxes of 1875 as collected to meet the 
current expenses of 1876, but must apply 
those taxes as collected to the redemption of 
the outstanding certificates of 1875. 

3. The city has no power in 1876 to issue 
certificates in anticipation of the uncollected 
taxes of 1875, those taxes having been al- 
ready anticipated by the issue of outstanding 
paper. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the author- 
ity of the city to borrow money is clear- 
ly defined by the Court, and is strictly 
limited, and that when the city goes beyond 
that limitation it is violating the law and is- 
suing unlawful paper. 

How does Mr. Hayes propose to pay the 
$3,000,000 of old outstanding certificates ? 
Is it by the sale of certificates issued against 
the taxes of 1876? If this be done, it is in 
clear and direct violation of law. In what 
other way can he take up those old certifi- 
cates save by applyiig thereto, as fast as 
collected, the tax of 1875 and prior years? 
It is a question which we will not now 
discuss whether the city can now, in 
1876, issue a certifieate to be given in ex- 
change or renewal of one issued against last 
year's taxes; and it is also a question 
whether it is not bettér policy to let all those 
outstanding certificates remain as they are 
until they can be taken up with the money 
received from the taxes. The question 
whether the city can issue paper payable on 
a fixed date, whether the taxes out of which 
it is to be paid are then collected or not, was 
certainly denied by the decision of the Court. 
The outstanding paper, whether it so recites 
or not, is only payable out of the taxes when 
collected ; consequently, to leave that paper 
until the tax is collected will not change or 
weaken the only legal obligation that paper 
can have. 

The taxes for 1876 cover the authorized ex- 
penditures from April 1 to Dec. 1, 1876. 
None of these taxes will be collected before 
January, 1877, and the great bulk will not be 
collected before August, 1877. We confess 
that we do not see how the city can pay its 
current expenses, including the interest on 
the public debt, July and January, without 
borrowing money in anticipation of those 
uncollected taxes. On this last point there 
is no question as to the power of the city to 
borrow the money, and, however much the 
necessity for resorting.to that proceeding is 
to be regretted, we do not see how it is to be 
wholly avoided. It may bein part avoided 
by the suspension of several contracts, the 
abolition of several offices, the general re- 
duction of shlaries, and the general reduction 
of expenditures. 

Mr. Hayes in his letter says: 

The $2, 800, 000 of our temporary debt, being all 
that remains unpaid, was incurred for money to 
pay the interest on our funded debt and for other 
ligitimate purposes, all in anticipation of taxes 
and within the appropriations. 

I am for paying this debt honestly as it matures.

This is cheap buncombe, all the more 
cheap because wholly unfounded. Tun 
Cuicaco Trrsunz has never proposed the 
repudiation of a dollar of the public debt, 
whether the same was represented by cer- 
tificates legally issued or not. When Mr. 
Hayes vehemently and for so long insisted 
that it was repudiation to question the legal- 
ity of scrip which recited that it was issued 
under authority of laws that had been re- 
pealed, Tue Trrsvnz, while holding the scrip 
to beillegal, contended that it should be paid. 
And now, when the Courts have compelled 


| the Comptroller to abandon his old form of 


certificates and adopt a legal one, we have 
the old cry of repudiation. The best and 
most certain way to avoid repudiation is for 
the Comptroller to keep within the law. So 
long as he does that, there will be no talk of 
repudiation. He must learn the lesson that 
even he is subject to the law. 

11 the Comptroller will devote a little of 
his energy to the preparation of some 
amendments to the Revenue law, whereby 
the collection of back taxes can be promoted, 
and whereby it will become more profitable 
to the tax-payer to pay his taxes than not to 
do so, he will contribute largely to the rem- 
edy of the evil under which this and all other 
cities in Illinois labor in the way of collect- 
ing taxes. As it is, the law allows the tax- 
payer to borrow the amount of his taxes 
from the State, county, and other municipal-

I was employed by a number of those holding

nee & Western Railroad Company. Witness my 
hand and seal this 19th day of y, 18638.

This power-of-attorney is dated May 19, 1863, 
and is witnessed by the Hon. Tuomas P. Fon, 
one of the first lawvers and a leading Democratic 
politician in the State of Kansas, and was received 
by me in due course of mail after its date, and I 
had adjusted the claim by compromise under au- 
thority of this power of attorney on the part of

fully two years before I made the personal ac- 
quaintance of the Hon. James G. Bran, which 
was not till early in the year 1865, and before I 
knew that Joun E. BLamm was his brother. 


This power-of-attorney shows conclusively 
that James G. Buanve was never interested 
in the transaction, which seems to have been 
entirely legitimate as between Joun E. Bian 
and the Kansas Pacifie Company. As to the 
letter from Mr. Srxwarr to Perry, President 
of the Kansas Pacific, the former says he did 
not write “ —— Barz,” but spoke of Bian 
by the family name simply, as of the othes 
for whom he had transferred bonds, simply 
because they were all known to Pray, and 
it was not necessary to use first pames. The 
stipulation that Jom E. Bran was the 
holder of a certain number of bonds was not 
exceptional, and had not the significance 
which has been attached to it, since other 
stipulations of a similar character are of 
record, and were made to simplify the case 
by disposing of that portion of the bonds 
about which there was no dispute between 
Srrwanr and the Company. As to Knowl 
ToN’s appearance in the controversy, Mr. 
STewakT maintains stoutly that he had never 
seen Mr. James G. Buarne in his (Stewart's) 
office, because BLanm never was there, and 
it must have been a case of mistaken identi- 
ty. Srrwarr accedes to Mr. Rropres prop- 
osition, however, that the bonds shall be 
produced to see whether Mr. Kxnowztov's 
name is on them, and he has sent to the 
Master in Chancery of the United States 
Circuit Court for Kansas, in whose possession 
the bonds now are, asking him to give the 
necessary information. He knows that Mr.

LOUISIANA, 
ANOTHER WORTHLESS WITNESS. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 22.—D. D. Foley, of 
Washington, testified before the Louisiana In- 
vestigating Committee to-day that, as a lawyer, 
he was engaged in the prosecution of a large 
claim for Peruvian guano, involving $100,000,000. 
During the prosecution of that claim he learned 
that James Casey, P. F. Herwig, and Nicholas 
Casey were interested in the claim, having paid 
Dr. J. T. Landreau, owner of the claim, $2,800, 
and promised to aid in the prosecution 
of the case. Thomas, Minister to Peru, 
resigned, and then ry | used his influence 
to have Gibbs appointed in his place. The Caseys 
and Herwig were to receive 30 per cent of the 
proceeds of this claim. Witness had a conversa- 
tion with Casey after Thomae resigned, and Casey 
told witness that Gibbs would be appointed, but 
the appointment would not be made until after the 
executive session of the Senate had adjourned. 
This was in March, 1875, and in about a week af- 
ter the Senate adjourned Gibbs was appointed. 
Casey told witness that Secretary Fish opposed the 
appointment of Gibbs.

marked, isthe exact spot injured by a similar 
storm of last fall. The piers and breakwaters on 
the shore between Superior and Oak streets were 
badly battered, and the piling racked. Two cot- 
tages in the same vicinity were made uninhabitable 
by the waves washingin and around them, anda 
carpenter-shop was completely washed away. It 
had stood near the foot of Superior street. 
About a haif-dozen small boats, drawn up 
on the shore, were destroyed beyond repair and 
the pieces scattered and lost. That particular lo- 
cality seemed to be the most disastrously visited 
point on the North Side. The South Division shore 
was badly beaten up, and numberless minor acci- 
dents resulted. The boat-house of the Chicago 
Barge Club at Thirteenth street was torn and bro- 
ken. The floor was loosened, and every wave 
washing in forced the loore boards against the boats 
kept there, and one was staved in quite badly. The 
Barge Club lost a boat inthe same manner last fall. 
The force of the waves seems to have been 
UNUSUALLY STRONG, 

and the waves themselves were, so to speak, 
mountain high, and presented a grand sight. 

The scene at the crib must have been one of 
fierce beauty. ‘*‘The man in the crib” thus 
describes it in special telegrams: 

9a. m.—T is a fearful storm. My wife, 
daughter, and myself had to take refuge in the 
light-house at 1 o’clock this morning, and have 


been up in the tower ever since. The 
waves go right over the crib. The 
roof was broken in dari the last 


wind-storm, and my bedroom ts flooded with water. 
The wind is northeast, and age | 52 miles r 
hour. The sea is running very high, —a few inches 
over 12 feet. There are no wrecks in sight. 

2 p. m.—We are inthe tower yet. The sea is 13 
feet — A tug just passed within 1,500 feet of 
the crib, and when she was between the waves she 
was entirely out of sight. I could not even see her 
smokestack. Wind in the same direction, but 
blowing 45 miles per hour. We must remain in 
ry sours until the sea goes down.

THE SHIPPING. 

As ie usual in northeast gales at this point, most 
of the damage to vessels was done at the 
Pier, where the waves held high carnival, s 
ing against the piers and lighthouses with un- 
paralleled fury. Two hundred feet of the wood- 
work of the pier was demolished and swept away. 
No damage, however, was done to the lighthouses. 
Two vessels that were lying at the lighthouse sup 
at the time the gale commenced came pretty near 
being wrecked. The schooner Skidmore, one of 
the vessels, sprung aleak, but was moved into the 
main river in time to prevent her from sinking. 
The schooner El Tempo, the other vessel lying in 
the slip, was considerably shaken, but was moved 
out before amy damage of consequence was 
The Tug Captains, Holland, 
while laboring no- 
bly to rescue the —— 1 crafts, got 
knocked into one of the cribs of the pier, but the 
escaped with some slight bruises and a thoroug 
wetting. Capt. Charley Holland looked like a 
drowned rat when he came ashore. The little tugs 
deserve much credit for braving the furious waves, 
and running back and forward to aid distressed 
vessels. e Wood and Protection, the two largest 
tugs in the river, however, were the only ones 
that could go out any distance with safety. The 
tug Burton, while working heroically around the 
north pier, was struck by a terrific wave which 
made Pretty Joe, her Captain, turn a somer- 
sault, knocked in all her pilot-house windows, and 
broke her steering-wheel. She had to be taken 


into dry dock for repairs. The tag Ewing had her

In determining the legitimate value of prop- 


erty in cases of dispute, its value in other mar- 
kets or for mannfacturiug purposes in this market, 


‘together with such other facts as may justly enter 


into the determination of fts true value, shall be 
considered, irrespective of any fictitious price it 
may at the time be selling for in this market. Pro- 
vided, that in case of defaults on contracts for fu- 
ture delivery, if it shall not be shown that the 
seller had provided by a previous purchase of the 
property for delivery on his contract, he shall, in 
the judgment of the Committee, be liable to pay, 
as penalty for such default, damages not exrceed- 
ing 5 per cent of the value of the property sold. 

The above is the language of the rule of the 
Board of Trade (page 30) which particularly ap- 
plies to the transactions known as corners. 
Apparently the rule is fair enough, and it was cer- 
tainly believed at the time of its adoption to be a 
fair regulation for the prevention of corners in 
produce. The rule isa fair one; bat that it has 
been taken advantage of to unduly depress the 
markets no one can deny. And it is self-evident 
Hat if our markets be depressed, from any cause, 
below the level due to other points, the produce of 
the country will be rent to those other points for 
sale instead of to Chicago. 

Let us take a case for illustration. During the 
winter Mr. A buys from one or more parties 100, - 
000 bu corn, to be delivered m May, agreeing to 
pay therefor 45c per bu. He wants the corn. and 
makes arrangements to pay for it, and ship it, 
when delivered. May comes round, and he finds 
that the New York market has declined so much 
thathe can only realize 40c per bu for the grain in 
that city after paying the cost of shipping it 
thither. He takes the cern, nevertheless; he can- 
not do otherwise, unless by going into bankruptcy, 
He can do nothing but submit patiently to the logs 
of Sc on each bushel of his corn. But if the mar- 
ket advances 5c, so that corn is selling here at 50c 
when the time arrives for its delivery, he runs 
the risk of having to whistle for his corn. He may 


have made freight contracts monthe previously, at 


a cheaper rate than those rulingin May, but the 
latter are the only ones considered in determining 
„the fair value of the property for shipment.” 
He may even have sold the grain to Eastern partiés 
ata small margin over the cost at which it was 
agreed to be delivered to him, and may be utterly 
innnocent of any attempt to put up the price after- 
wards. That makes nodifference. He cannot get 
the corn, because the men who agreed to 
deliver it did not own it when the» sold it. and 
omitted to buy it from any one till the last minute 
of the last business dayin May. In that case, if 
the origina] purchaser can prove that no attempt 
was made by the other party to purchase the grain, 
the rule only provides that the defaulter shall be 
liable to pay 5 per cent damages, in the judg- 
ment of the Committee.“ He may, or he may not, 
recover that amount as penalty, the chances being 
decidedly against it. We need scarcely say that no 
man who is mean enough to repudiate a just obli- 
gation Will experience any difficulty in proving that 
he made provision for meeting it. 


The reference to shipping valne would be fair 
enough were it not for the one-sided dependence of 
New York and Liverpool prices on Chicago. Prices 


may advance here withont any effect in Liverpool, 


The short sellers thus have the decided advantage 
over the buyer. They can depress New York 5c 
per bu by the process of selling short here, and can 


then turn round and point to that depression as a 


reason why they should not meet their obligations 
here. 

It is true, as charged, that the longs try to raise 
prices, sometimes to the point of inflation; but it is 
equally true that the shorts try their best to depress 
prices, sometimes to the starvation point. The 
one course has as much legality and mioral- 
ity on its side as the other, and the public 
is only interested in their eternal contest 
as the battle affects the public welfare. There can 
be no doubt that while the widow and the orphan 
are interested in buying as cheap a loaf as possible, 
the farmer is also bound to obtain as mach for his 
produce as he can; and if Chicago short sellers 
depress the price here, or Chicago warehonsemen 
charge more than those of other cities, the country 
owner of grain will not sénd it here to be slaugh- 
tered. That is the state of affairs now. The short 
sellers preponderate, and buyers are discouraged, 
and prices are (or have been) depressed, because 
the rules are generally understood to favor the 
shorts as against the longs. 

How would the shorts regard the rules if they 
were framed to read as follows? The buyer of the 
property shall not be held to his agreement if at 
the maturity of the contract the said prop- 
erty be not worth the contract price; the 
same to be determined by reference to 
its value for shipment to other points, or 
for manufacturing uses inthis city. Provided, 
however, thatin case of his refusal to take the 
property at the contract price, he shall be liable to 
apenalty of 5 per cent, in the judgment of the 
Committee, unless it be found that he had sold it 
to some one else before the maturity of the con- 
tract. 

As we understand it, the short sellers would soon 
grow tired of such an arrangement; but that rule 
would be just asfairand equitable as isthe gen- 
erally accepted coustruction of the present rule 
against corners. 

THE MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were generally 
quiet and steadier yesterday, the chief exception 
being wheat, which was active and etronger. The 
trading was chiefly speculative, very little being 
done for shipment in any direction. It is now 
nearing the end of the month, and the majority of 
operators seem to be chiefly interested in providing 
for their June contracts. . 

Orders for dry goods were numerous, but, as they 
were generally restricted to small lots for reassort- 
ment, the aggregate distribution was not large. In 
printe there was some animation, and in summer 
dress goods and in notions there were signs of 
activity, but the general market wore a very quict 
look. The grocery market was moderately active, 
and had a steady and healthy tone. A Act reduc- 
tion in prime to fancy Rio coffee was the only 
change noted. Butter was infair demand at the 
reduced prices of last week. Cheese was rather 
stea@lier. Prices of fish, canned goods, and dried 
fruite were without pronounced change. The bag- 
ging market remains in a rather quiet state, and is 
weak at the quotations. Leather was quoted quiet 
and steady. No new features were noted in the 
paint and oil market. Coaland wood remain in- 
active. 

The cargo lumber market was fairly active and 
reported steady, though the offerings were heavy, 
a large fleet having arrived since Saturday. The 
yard trade continues fair. Building materials were 
in moderate demand and easy. Wool continues 
dull, and weak. Seeds were quiet, chiefly on ac- 
count of the light offerings. The broom-corn 
trade continues good at unchanged prices. Hay 
was in fair request for local use and shipment, and 
steady. Green fruite were steady, except straw- 
berries, which declined under large receipt, 
which went off slowly. Poultry was quiet aud 
scarce, and eggs dull and weak. 

Lake freights were dull and nominally unchanged 
at 24%@2%c for wheat, and 22e for corn, by 
sail to Buffalo. Corn was taken (19,000 bn) to 
Kingston at Ke. Rall freighte were quiet and 
easy at former figures, with a good many cars of- 
fering. They were quoted at 20c to New York, 
18¢ to Philadelphia, 17%c to Baltimore, and 25c 
to Boston, per 100 s. Through rates by lake and 
rail were quoted at 10c for corn and lic for wheat 
to New York, and 13c on corn to Boston.
